certificate, at least a bachelor’s degree,
and a criminal history background
check.
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An out-of-state teacher qualifying for
this certificate type would not be
required to pass a competency or a
content area exam and would have two
years to satisfy the Alaska studies and
multicultural coursework. An out-of-
state teacher qualifying for this
certificate type would also have 90
days to satisfy the mandatory training
requirements.

This bill directs the State Board of
Education and Early Development to
negotiate with federally recognized
tribes on establishing five
demonstration state-tribal education
compact schools that may operate for a
five-year term. The negotiated
outcome being a report to the
legislature based on these negotiations.
